Judge Rufus M. Potts, 
of Tay lorsville, III., wh o is acting for 
th e h eirs, wh o are beh ind th e investi­ 
gation, 
was called

journment. 
At 1 o’clock th e 
jury 
again convened and Ex -county Com- 
missoner Sisson 
was 
called. 
At 8 
o’clock th is afternoon lie was still 
in th e grand jury room. 
After lie was 
dismissed Attorney Potts was again 
called. 
He will leave for h is h ome in 
Tay lorsville tonigh t, business matters 
needing h is attention, making it im­ 
perative th at h e sh ould return at ence. 
Judge Potts was ex pected h ere Sat­ 
urday , but important business kept 
h im away from Rush ville until today . 
Mr. Potts, it will be remembered, 
with th e assistance of soveral stenog­ 
raph ers. some th ree month s ago, made 
a complete transcript of all of th e 
records concerning th e Dinwiddie es­ 
tate. 
Alth ough th e nature of Mr. Potts’ 
testnwmy before th e grand jury could

His funeral took

by 
George 
H. Th omas 
Post. G. A. R. of Indianapolis. 
Colonel Walker was born on wh at is 
now known as th e Joh n Kirkpatrick 
farm in Center townsh ip, February 
3d, 1839 . 
At th e outbreak of th e civil 
war h e volunteered as a private and 
was made a captain 
111 th e 73d Regi 
inent, Indiana Volunteer Infantry . 
For gallant service at Stone River, 
lie was mane a major and promoted to 
th e frank of lieutenant-colonel. 
In 
May , 1863, h e wasfmade a colonel and 
commander of th e 73d Indiana. 
In 189 2 h e was a candidate on th e 
Republican 
ticket 
for 
Auditor of 
State, but was defeated with th e re­ 
mainder of th e ticket. 
Later h e be­ 
came State tax commissioner for th e 
Pennsy lvania railroad company . 
At th e Louisville encampment of 
th e National G. A. R. h e was elected 
commander-in-ch ief for one y ear. 
At 
th e time of h is death h e was assistant 
adjutant-general of th e Indiana de­ 
partm ent of th e G. A. R , ch airman 
of th e board of regents of th e Indiana 
Soldiers’ and Sailors' Monument and 
prominent as member of th e Loy al 
Legion. 
Col Walker was well known among 
th e^vetorans an*l aged residents of th e 
county , and some of h is old friends 
attended th e burial service today .

Th is is 
not as encouraging as migh t be ex - 
peefced. th ough certain local conditions 
account for much of th e sh ortage. 
Moreover, many additional pupils are 
known to h ave entered on th e second 
and th e th ird davs of sch ool. 
Th is 
leaves y et some 15 per cent of th e 
pupils out of sch ool wh o sh ould be in. 
It is very evident th at our sch ools 
cannot accomplish th eir fullest purpose 
until th is oth er 15 per cent, is in th e 
sch ools from th e first. 
Many parents 
wh o are good friends of education 
make a serious mistake in reasoning 
th at a week or two lost at th e begin­ 
ning of sch ool is a very small matter. 
No oth er week is so important to th e 
ch ild, unless it be th e last week ; be­ 
sides, to h ave a pupil enter wh en th e 
sch ool is in good running order, is not 
th e most desirable to th e teach er, for 
it inevitably causes more or less dis­ 
organization, wh ich means loss to th e 
sch ool. 
If edncation is a good th ing—and 
no one will doubt it—it is h igh ly im ­ 
portant th at th e pupils get th e benefit 
of every day ’s sch ooling th at th e cor­ 
poration affords. 
Parents wh o really 
need th eir ch ildren at h ome, by mak 
ing some sacrifices, may get th em in 
sch ool, an« l a more im portant oppcr 
tnnity cannot come to th e parent. 
Th e present truant officer, Daniel 
M. Kinney , is very conscientious of 
I» !« duty and intends to enforce th e 
truancy 
law.

weal of th e city is daily attracting 
more curiou« onlookers Th e weath er 
daring th e past few day s h as been very 
favorable to th e work wh ile on th e 
oth er h and it h as also been favorable 
for driving, and th is h as taken h un­ 
dred« of people to th e active scenes 
between Big 
and 
Little 
Williams 
creek« . 
Th ere are th ree different gangs at 
work with in five miles of th e city , 
and th e amount of dirt th ey are tear­ 
ing up is marvelous. 
Th e grading 
will be finish ed, it is said, long be­ 
fore th e bridges are ready . 
In fact, if 
th e weath er remains favorable th e 
grading will be finish ed with in a few 
weeks. 
Th e meth ods adopted in th e work 
are vastly different from th ose used a 
few y ears ago in such undertakings. 
In;th ose day s a h undred men and as 
many h orse« with « h ovels, scrapers, 
picks, etc.. could Jnot accomplish a 
th ird as much work as can h alf th e 
number of men as th ey work nowa­ 
day s. 
Th e work of ex cavation is done en­ 
tirely by eith er h orse or steam power. 
Th is|great mach ine is mi arranged 
th at it plows th e dirt out of th e earth , 
and it is th en sent up to th e top of 
th e mach ine like straw out of a sepa­ 
rator. 
It.req uires just fifteen seconds 
to load a wagon h olding two y ards. 
Th e ordinary gravel bed h olds but 
one y ard. 
One load per minute is th e 
average all day long as some time is 
lost by th e clogging of th e mach ine 
and th e getting’awav and arrival of 
loaded 
and unloaded wagons. 
Th e 
wagons are so arranged th at th ey may 
be 
dumped with out 
stopping 
th e 
team, by th e pulling of a lever, wh ich 
allows “ th e bottom to fall o ut.” 
Th e work is h ard and very try ing 
on th e h orses and men. 
In spite of 
th is fact, h owever, th e best h umor 
seems to prevail about th e camp and 
th e scene of th e work. 
Th ere was no 
cursing nor th e use of such language as 
one migh t ex pect about such a place. 
| Th e boas onjth ejjob was’asked if th ey 
worked on Sunday .

United States district attorney of this 
district will today , according to re­ 
liable authority , cause the arrest of 
eleven heads of manufacturing and 
contracting concerns of this city , on 
warrants charg.ng them with having 
conspired, through the medium of an 
employ ers’ association, to violate the 
contract labor law by the Importation 
of foreign work men. 
The penalty of 
conviction is a fine of not less than 
$1.000 nor more than $10,000, or Im­ 
prisonment for not more than two 
y ears. 
It is understood that the departm ent 
of commerce and labor is directing 
the prosecution and has, through its 
own agents, assisted by operators of 
the secret service prepared the case 
against the accused. 
This has involv­ 
ed many months of investigation and 
also the k eeping siLce January last of 
four men, English tile setters, at El­ 
lis Island. 
It is upon the evidence of 
these four men, back ed by an array 
of corroborative depositions, that the 
government chiefly relies. 
The evidence in the case goes back 
to the lock out by the Tile, Grate and 
Mantel association, an employ ers’ as- 
ganization. of the mosaic and encaus­ 
tic tile lay ers and helpers of New York 
and vicinity on Aug. 6 of last y ear. To 
mak e the lock out a success it is charg­ 
ed that the employ ers’ association sent 
one of its num ber to England and 
caused advertisem ents to appear in 
papers in England and Germany , of­ 
fering tile masons $5 per day for eight 
hours labor in the United States. 
Fifty work men, it is alleged, were 
imported to the United States at the 
instance of the eleven accused men, 
and were instructed to swear falsely 
when questioned at Ellis Island by the 
Immigration officials, as to their rea­ 
sons for coming to America, and espe­ 
cially to swear that they had as y et 
no employ ment in this country . 
It is 
also said that the men were furnished 
with the address of one of the accused 
and ordered to report to him. 
Two week s after the men were im ­

away nearly $10,000. 
The governor 
very evidently believes that Sherrick 
lost to Brown the amounts those stubs 
show. 
Governor Hanly first learned 
of Sherrick ’» shortage on Aug. 23, the 
day the tax board adjourned. 
He im­ 
mediately called him to his office and 
demanded a settlem ent within twenty - 
four hours. 
Sherrick settled between 
the 24th and 26th of the month, but 
he took one fund to pay another, and 
the governor on Sept. 4 demanded 
his resignation by the 15th. 
In the 
m eantim e the governor forced Sher­ 
rick to turn over to Reed all of the 
securities, and on the morning of the 
day Sherrick resigned the governor 
obtained through Reed the securities 
and other papers belonging to the ex- 
auditor. 
The check book with the tell­ 
tale stubs is said to have been among 
the papers, so it is possible that the 
governor did not suspect Sherrick of 
being a heavy gambler till then. Sher­ 
rick . it is understood, will try to prove 
that he secured the money from Brown 
by check to pay other obligations that 
fell due while he was at French Lick 
in 19 03 for his health.
